New Boyne City Commissioners Sworn in; 
Tim Nemecek Named Mayor 


New City Commission- 
ers in Boyne City, Bob 
Farrell and Sandra Pritchard 
were sworn in and took 
their seats for their first 
meeting Tuesday. The first 
item on the agenda was 
electing Tim Nemecek as 
Mayor and George Lasater 
as Mayor Pro Tem. They 
all thanked outgoing Mayor 
Hugh Conklin and Com- 
missioner Tom Neidhamer 
for their years of service. 
Conklin served on the 
Commission for 8 years, 
the final two as mayor. 
Neidhamer served on the 
Commission for 12 years, 
including 6 years as Mayor. 
Neidhamer also served 33 
years on the City Planning 
Commission. 

The Commission 
took care of a number of 
relatively routine items in 


The Mayflower, in 
which the Pilgrims crossed 
the Atlantic to settled in the 
New World in the fall of 
1620, did not land first at 
Plymouth but on the tip of 
Cape Cod, in what is now 
known as Provincetown. 
The pilgrims were actually 
trying to reach the mouth 
of the Hudson River and 
fine fertile farmland in what 
is present day New York 
City. The weather did not 
cooperate, however, as we 
know from history and the 
Mayflower, a merchant ship 
which was very difficult to

The pilgrims still wanted 
to try and reach the Hud- 
son River but winter was 
approaching rapidly and 
they were low on supplies 
so they opted to cross Cape 
Cod Bay and settle at Plym- 
outh instead. 

There were 102 men, 
women and children who 
boarded the Mayflower as 
passengers on Sept. 16, 
1620 in Plymouth, England 
and there were 30 crew 
members, including Captain 
Christopher Jones. The 
maximum capacity for the 
ship, which was only about

100 feet long and 25 feet 
wide, was 140 passengers 
so it was tight sailing for all 
on board. 

The trip lasted 65 gru- 
eling days, much longer 
than anticipated because 
of poor weather, and two 
passengers were lost during 
the voyage, including one 
who fell overboard during 
a storm. The first harsh win- 
ter in the New World was 
brutal, with nearly half of 
the Mayflower passengers 
and crew dying. Only 53 of 
those who departed from 
England survived. To hide 
their dwindling numbers 
from the Native Americans, 
they buried their dead at 
night in unmarked 
graves. 

But a small, resilient 
group did survive that 
first winner of 1621. And 
ultimately, by God’s grace 
the pilgrims flourished; 
over the next 70 years, the 
colony grew to more than 
3,000 people.

Challenge Mountain's Program Expansion Leads to New Hire 
Claire Hague is Challenge Mountain's First Associate Program Director 


Challenge Mountain’s 
adaptive programming has 
grown over the years to 
include year-round activ- 
ities, hosting participants 
from across the region and 
State. With growth comes 
the need for expanded roles 
and positions to support 
the small army of staff and 
volunteers who operate as 
a “boots on the ground” 
unit tasked with organizing 
and facilitating Challenge 
Mountain’s four-season 
programs. 

Claire Hague, OTD, 
has recently been named 
Challenge Mountain’s first 
associate program direc- 
tor. Her position supports 
year-round programming 
from adaptive skiing to 
nature and arts-focused 
activities for participants 
with cognitive, physical 
and developmental disabil- 
ities. Her role combines 
collaborative planning, best 
practices learned from her 
OT education, and on-site 


interventional strategies. 

The Harbor Springs 
native and graduate of 
Western Michigan Uni- 
versity spent a 16-week 
internship with Challenge 
Mountain, beginning in 
January 2023. As an avid 
sportsperson and adaptive 
specialist, Hague found the 
relationship to be a good 
fit, and the organization 
was thrilled with the con- 
nection. 

Excerpts from Claire’s 
Doctoral Capstone Project 
Report “Like many, my 
passion for skiing attract- 
ed me to the organization 
[Challenge Mountain]. 
Though I’ve loved every 
second of being on the 
slopes, it’s the people who 
have made a profound 
impact. I’ve learned that 
it’s more than just about 
providing access to skiing, 
it’s about instilling self-de- 
termination. 

Self-determination 
theory is frequently used 
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in clinical psychology re- 
search. According to Ryan 
& Deci, it refers to one’s 
ability to make choices and 
take control of one’s life 
(2000). The field of OT 
coins it as being an agent 
of one’s own change — a 
primary decision maker in 
all life’s choices (Cole & 
Tufano, 2020, p. 158). For 
individuals with disabili- 
ties, it’s especially import- 
ant that their freedom to 
choose 1s validated. From 
my time at Challenge 
Mountain, I can attest that 
the staff, volunteers, and 
board members are dedicat- 
ed to enhancing self-deter- 
mination. 

There are 3 requirements 
that facilitate self-deter- 
mination: competence, 
autonomy, and relatedness 
(Brown, 2011). Challenge 
Mountain fosters these con- 
ditions through providing 
instruction that facilitates 
competence, autonomy to 
choose from a variety of 
activities, and a culture of 
relatedness so that partici- 
pants can share experiences 
with their peers and family. 

By integrating these 
principles into their adap-

choices that ultimately lead 
to self-determination in 
other areas of life. 

In summary, my experi- 
ence with Challenge Moun- 
tain has opened my eyes to 
the endless opportunities 
that can arise when you 
allow individuals with dis- 
abilities a chance to choose 
their own adventure. I’ve 
discovered that hope can be 
found anywhere — and a ski 
hill should not be over- 
looked.” 

“Claire brought a level 
of education and training 
to our staff that we’ve been 
looking for since we began 
focusing on expanding our 


year-round adaptive pro- 
grams,” explains Program 
Director Linda Armstrong. 

“Plus, she connected 
with every member of the 
staff and every volunteer.” 
Perhaps more important, 
“Claire had an immediate 
rapport with our partici- 
pants and their families. 
Her enthusiasm was infec- 
tious!” 

The Occupational 
Therapy Doctorate is a 
three-year program with 
classroom, clinical and 
on-site learning which goes 
well beyond the hands-on 
therapies common to occu- 
pational science. 

Advanced training 
includes applied theory, 
independent quantitative 
research, clinical leadership 
strategies, client advocacy, 
policymaking, and man- 
agement. The OTD is for 
the professional working 
at both the clinical and 
administrative levels. 

Hague’s internship 
with Challenge Mountain 
was part of her Capstone 
project, a student-designed 
real-world experience with 
research applications. 

“The project really sold 
us on her abilities, and 
we were very excited that 
she accepted our offer,” 
shares Executive Director 
Elizabeth Gertz.

CHARLEVOIX - Every 
three years, the Michigan 
Department of Education 
Office of Great Start re- 
quires Great Start Collab- 
oratives across the state 
to update their local-level, 
early childhood system stra- 
tegic plans. 

The Great Start Collab- 
orative of Charlevoix, Em- 
met and Northern Antrim 
Counties recently complet- 
ed and shared its strategic 
plan with stakeholders, 
community members, and 
regional leaders at a meet- 
ing in Charlevoix Oct.17, 
2023. 

“After surveys, focus 
groups, stakeholder conver- 
sations, and thoughtful con- 
sideration, the Great Start 
Collaborative of Charlev- 
oix, Emmet, and Northern 
Antrim Counties created 
a strategic plan to en- 
hance our early childhood 
system, while achieving 
the outcomes shared by the 
Michigan Department of 
Education, Office of Great 
Start,” said GSC Director, 
Savanah Cool. 


As the local early 
childhood system building 
bodies, Great Start Col- 
laboratives are charged 
with conducting a commu- 
nity needs and strengths 
assessment, and developing 
an early childhood action 
agenda with clearly defined 
goals and objectives that 
ensure four required out- 
comes are made possible 
for all children: 
| children are born healthy; 
(| children are healthy, 
thriving, and developmen- 
tally on track from birth to 
third grade;

In developing its goals 
for 2024-26, the local GSC 
will center its work on the 
following, according to 
Cool:

_| Families will have in- 
creased knowledge of child 
development and an under- 
standing of the importance 
of early intervention. 
Additionally, after re- 
ceiving significant feedback 
from collaborative mem- 
bers, partners, parents, and 
caregivers, the collaborative 
has made revisions to both 
its mission and vision. “The 
updated mission better 
aligns with the collabo-

they appropriately named 
him Oceanus Hopkins. The 
exact date of his birth is 
not known but he was born 
sometime before Novem- 
ber 9. 

Today, it is estimat- 
ed that about 35 million 
Americans are descend- 
ed from the pilgrims 
who braved the Atlantic 
voyage in 1620 in order 
to establish a land where 
there would be religious 
freedom. There are six 
presidents who descended 
from the original pilgrims, 
including Franklin Roos- 
evelt, and famous people 
from other fields ranging 
from actress Marilyn 
Monroe to astronaut Alan 
Shepard to actor/director 
Clint Eastwood to aviator 
Amelia Earhart to poet 
Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low. 
Here are some other 
interesting facts about the 
Mayflower and the voyage 
of the pilgrims: 
— Many people aboard 
the Mayflower spent the 
voyage being seasick. The 
waves were very rough 
and, as we noted, one 


passenger was swept over- 
board to his death. Another 
passenger who was swept 
overboard was miraculous- 
ly saved when a lifeline 
was thrown to him. 

— The Mayflower traveled 
a distance of 80 miles each 
day. The Mayflower, like 
all carracks, was difficult 
to sail and maneuver on 
the ocean due to its design. 
Carracks were designed 
for long voyages on rough 
seas, but they weren’t very 
easy to steer. 

— When the Mayflower set 
sail for America it was ac- 
companied by another ship 
called the Speedwell. After 
sprouting a few leaks, 
though, the Speedwell 
returned to port and stayed 
behind. 

— The Mayflower is esti- 
mated to have been about 
12 years old when it made 
the trip to America. Cap- 
tain Christopher Jones was 
also part owner of the ship. 
— The Mayflower had 4 
medium size cannons and 
8 small size cannons. The 
passengers and crew felt 
that there might be a need 
for defense against pirates, 
Spanish, French, or even 
Native Americans. 


Non-Profit Organization 
Created To Support Health 
Department Of 
Northwest Michigan 


A new non-profit organi- 
zation has been established 
to promote better under- 
standing of the vital work 
of the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. 

“Friends of HDNW” 
was created by a group 
of community leaders in 
Emmet, Charlevoix, Otsego 
and Antrim counties to 
address the lack of public 
awareness of the agency’s 
many vital public health 
services and to correct mis- 
understandings that have 
challenged the agency’s 
ability to carry out its work. 

Friends of HDNW is 
led by a board of directors 
from Emmet and Charlevoix 
counties and an advisory 
committee that also includes 
members from Otsego and 
Antrim counties. 

The organization has a 
two-part mission: to assess 
public awareness of the 
agency’s many public health 
functions; and to promote 
understanding of the agen- 
cy’s services. “The work of 
the health department is vi- 
tal to the health of our entire 
community,” said Charlie 
MacInnis of Harbor Springs, 
president of the group. “At 
the same time, it faces sig- 
nificant confusion regarding 
its vital mission that can be 
debilitating. Large segments 
of our community may not 
even be aware of the agen- 
cy’s many services.” 

Challenges are real. Ear- 
lier this month, members 
of the agency’s governing 
body, made up of two 
county commissioners each 
from Emmet, Charlev- 
oix, Otsego and Antrim 
counties, tried to abruptly 
cancel an ongoing program 
to monitor wastewater at 
municipal water treatment 
plants, schools and congre- 
gate care facilities for the 
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From Duracell, the #1 trusted battery brand, the M150 Porta- 
ble Power Station enables you to work and have fun from 
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presence of the Covid virus. 
The cancellation attempt 
was narrowly rebuffed in a 
4-4 tie vote by the govern- 
ing board. 

Wastewater monitor- 
ing can provide an early 
indicator for the presence of 
disease in our community 
and track trends over time. 
The monitoring program re- 
vealed spikes in the Covid 
virus at a public school and 
a long-term care facility, 
prompting swift remedial 
action to mitigate the threat. 

Last June, five of the 
county commissioners 
on the governing body 
prevented agency staff from 
pursuing a half-million 
dollar grant to bring locally 
grown fruits and vegeta- 
bles into local schools. In 
addition, hard feelings left 
over from the pandemic 
remain in some areas of the 
agency’s service area. 

Overshadowed by those 
controversies are many 
vital programs including 
immunization clinics, and 
services involving maternal 
and child health, dental 
care and environmental 
health. A new state-funded 
kindergarten oral health 
assessment program has 
screened 408 kindergartners 
since its inception in 2022. 
Staff referred 38 children 
to their dental providers 
for restorative treatment 
and nine were referred for 
urgent needs. 


Friends of HDNW was given 501 

(c) (3) tax-exempt status by the 
Internal Revenue Service in August 
of this year. Donations to the group 
will be used exclusively for research 
and education. Its members are all 
volunteers so minimal overhead 
costs will be incurred.

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Grants Awarded for Beaver Island, 
Boyne City, Charlevoix, and East Jordan 


The Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation 
(C3F) responded to requests 
from nonprofit partners 
in four geographic areas 
in Charlevoix County in 
October. Thanks to donors 
who look to the Commu- 
nity Foundation to make a 
difference close to home, 
grants have been awarded 
to nonprofits who will work 
to improve the quality of 
life on Beaver Island, in 
Boyne City, Charlevoix, 
and East Jordan. In all, 
nearly $172,000 in grants 
were awarded during the 
Geographic Enrichment 
cycle. 

In Boyne City, recreation 
and parks will get a boost, 
with grants to the City of 
Boyne City and to Boyne 
Area Skate Park. The 
Boyne City Rotary Club 
is celebrating their 100th 
anniversary by building a 
pavilion for families to en- 
joy at Peninsula Beach and 
has partnered with the City 
of Boyne City to undertake 
this work. Work on the 
project began last year and 
will be completed this year 
with help from these grant 
funds. Boyne Area Skate 
Park is working hard to 
raise funds and awareness 
for building a skate park in 
Boyne City’s Rotary Park. 
Grant funds will help them 
to acquire the necessary 
construction documents 
to keep the project mov- 
ing forward. Additionally, 
middle school students at 
Concord Academy Boyne 
will get to experience a 
total solar eclipse on a field 
trip this spring. 

In Charlevoix, art, 
history, recreation, and 
education were prioritized. 
The Charlevoix Circle of 
Arts will receive a grant 
for gallery enhancements, 
which will help them to bet- 
ter display works of fine art 
in their space. The Charlev- 
oix Historical Society will 
receive assistance to replace 


the roof at the historic train 
depot. The Rotary Club of 
Charlevoix Charities, Inc 
will receive funds for a 
community playground at 
Mt. McSauba recreation 
area. The playground is a 
priority project in the City 
of Charlevoix’s master 
plan, but had yet to receive 
funding to move forward, 
until now. 

A grant to the Charlev- 
oix Kiwanis Youth Founda- 
tion will help to purchase 
books for various reading 
programs in partnership 
with the Charlevoix Public 
Schools, and a grant to the 
Charlevoix Area Com- 
munity Pool will help to 
replace computers and other 
equipment. Finally, with an 
eye toward protecting the 
environment and helping 
neighbors in need, a grant 
to the Greensky Hill Indian 
United Methodist Church 
will help to install a solar 
array on the roof of Susan 
Hall. Among other things, 
Greensky Hill helps fam- 
ilies in need by providing 
community meals and 
safe shelter to anyone who 
needs it. 

East Jordan will see sup- 
port for children, teens, and 
youth of all ages. For our 
youngest citizens, Training 
Wheels Childcare Center 
will use grant funds to 
purchase laundry machines 
for the center, helping staff 
to manage laundry needs 
in real time during the day 
without disruption to their 
mission of caring for the 
children “like grandma 
does.” 

The East Jordan Public 
School’s softball and base- 
ball fields will see some 
upgrades, as well as updates 
for Boswell Stadium, help- 
ing our teens to perform at 
their best in these facilities. 
Additionally, the school 
will get support for replac- 
ing metal pool lockers in 
the community pool with 
more durable plastic com- 
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posite lockers. The Depot 
Jordan Valley 
Teen Center will use their 
grant to provide life skills 
and culture programming, 
just one of their many 
“tracks” for students to 
explore during after school 
hours. 

Recreation for all ages 
in East Jordan will also 
see support, in the form of 
seating and overlooks to be 
installed on the new Don 
&amp; Eileen Klein Nature 
Trail, through a grant to 
the Little Traverse Conser- 
vancy. Work on this new 
trail is already underway, in 
partnership with the City of 
East Jordan and many other 
partners. The City will also 
receive support for addi- 
tional pickleball courts, and 
they are acting as fiduciary 
for the grant awarded for 
the EJPS Shoe Club’s “EJ 
Honor and Serve” project 
this year. Shoe Club stu- 
dents are teaming up with 
the American Legion and 
the City to revitalize GAR 
Park on Main Street. Their 
plans include working with 
veterans to capture their 
stories, as well as building 
park improvements like a 
pavilion, fence, and more. 

On Beaver Island, priori- 
ty was given to health needs 
with a grant to Beaver 
Island EMS for an updated 
cardiac monitor.

Tips for responsible bird- -watcnlig and photography

It was an incredible year 
for birding across the Great 
Lakes region, as a number 
of birds that were outside 
their normal wintering and 
breeding areas for various 
reasons were spotted in 
our wetlands and along our 
lakes. Among the rare va- 
grants were several species 
native to Florida, including 
the roseate spoonbill, limp- 
kin and American flamingo. 

Year-round, hundreds 
of bird species draw us 
outdoors as they flit in 
the treetops, hop through 
shrubs or run along the 
shorelines. With winter on 
its way, birders are excit- 
edly awaiting the arrival of 
northern finches and owls. 

Whether we encounter 
rare vagrants, irruptive 
northern breeders — those 
birds that hit the scene 
suddenly and in large num- 
bers — or common backyard 
birds, it’s important to use 
best birding practices to 
protect Michigan’s birds 
and visitors. The following 
tips and resources from Mi

Birds can help guide your 

next outing. 

¢ Keep a respectful 
distance. Getting too 
close to birds, and their 
nests, can cause them 
to flush (or fly away), 
interfering with their 
natural behavior and 
potentially preventing 
them from caring for 
their young or eating. 
If your approach causes 


a bird to flush, you’ve 
gotten too close. 

¢ Think carefully before 
sharing the location 
of a rare bird. While 
rare bird sightings are 
thrilling, they can draw 
a crowd, which can 
cause a disturbance. 

e Share the shore. Great 
Lakes beach-nesting 
birds, like the Great 
Lakes piping plover, 


require special care. 
By leashing pets and 
giving birds plenty of 
space (more than 100 
feet, or about 16 beach 
towels), we can help 
ensure their survival. 

¢ Leave the drones to 
the pros. Although 
drones can be useful 
for researchers and 
biologists documenting 
bird populations (such 
as at island nesting 
colonies), drones in 
general can be very 
disruptive to birds, 
especially osprey. 
They also are illegal 
in national parks, and 
their use is limited in 
state parks. (This DNR 
land use order provides 
more detail about un- 
manned aircraft, such 
as drones.)

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Did the pilgrims eat 
turkey at the first Thanks- 
giving? 

Did you know it was 
actually Christopher Co- 
lumbus who was responsi- 
ble for giving turkeys their 
name? Probably even the 
contestants on Jeopardy 
would be gobbled up that 
little Thanksgiving fun fact. 

Yes, Columbus mistak- 
enly thought these turkeys, 
which were indigenous 
to this continent but were 
not found in Europe, were 
relatives of the peacock. 
Why? Because Columbus 
originally thought he landed 
in India and he knew that 
peacocks were in abun- 
dance there. He figured the 
turkey was a member of 
the peacock family, which 
makes sense. 

So he named them 
“tuka,” which is “peacock” 
in the Tamil language of 
India. But, by the way, 
turkeys are not related to 
peacocks. They are actually 
a type of pheasant. That’s 
another factoid that may 
give the Jeopardy contes- 
tants a fowl time. 

Here’s another piece of 
trivia revolving around the 
Thanksgiving holiday in 
our country that probably 
not many people know 
about: Thanksgiving gave 
birth to the TV dinner! 

It happened like this. In 
1953, the Swanson Com- 
pany had so much extra 
turkey — 260 tons worth! 

— that a salesman told them

they should package it onto 
aluminum trays with other 
sides like sweet potatoes 

... and the first frozen TV 
dinner was born. 

The convenience of fro- 
zen TV dinners caught on 
very quickly with consum- 
ers across the country and 
spread internationally with- 
in a few short years. Hope- 
fully the Swanson salesman 
received a generous bonus 
from his employer. 

While it’s uncertain if 
turkey was part of the first 
Thanksgiving celebra- 
tion, the popular fowl! has 
become standard fare for 
the annual holiday celebra- 
tion. In the U.S., about 280 
million turkeys are sold 
each year for Thanksgiving. 
The average size of the bird 


is 15 pounds with about 70 
percent white meat and 30 
percent dark meat. 

Turkey today is as much 
a part of Thanksgiving as 
Detroit Lions’ football and 
drum sticks. Even if the 
pilgrims and their Native 
American guests did not 
partake of turkey at the 
first Thanksgiving meal in 
1621in Plymouth, Mass., 
we know from historical ac- 
counts that there was plenty 
of other scrumptious food 
prepared for the three-day 
feast, including some fine 
New England lobster. 

Those who didn’t care 
for eating lobster weren’t 
shortchanged, though. 
Chicken, rabbit, venison, 
cod, bass, squash, beans, 
barley, chestnuts, hickory 


nuts, onions, leeks, dried 
fruits, maple syrup and 
honey, radishes, cabbage, 
carrots, eggs, and goat 
cheese were also part of the 
fare. Wild turkey did inhab- 
it the area but historians are 
divided on whether the fowl 
made it to the table in 1621 
or not. 

We do know that the 
first Thanksgiving feast was 
organized by Governor Wil- 
liam Bradford to thank God 
for His bountiful provi- 
sions. The exact date is not 
known, though it took place 
sometime between Sept. 21 
and Nov. 9, most likely in 
early October. The date of 
Thanksgiving was probably 
set by President Lincoln to 
correlate with the anchoring 
of the Mayflower at Cape 
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Cod on Nov. 21, 1620. 

Everyone ate with 
spoons, knives and their 
fingers at the first feast, 
since there were no forks 
available. The Wampano- 
ag Indians had taught the 
pilgrims how to cultivate 
the land and were invited in 
appreciation of their friend- 
liness. Chief Massasoit and 
the 90 men with him did 
not come to the banquet 
empty-handed; they killed 
five deer and added that to 
the feast. 


Here are some other inter- 
esting Thanksgiving facts: 
¢ The consumption of tur- 
key has been blamed for 
the annual “Thanksgiving 
nap” that mysteriously 
overtakes folks on the 
afternoon of the fourth 
Thursday in November. 
But, scientists pour water 
on that assertion. Scien- 
tists say that extra glass 
of wine, the high-calorie 
meal or relaxing after a 
busy work schedule is 
what makes folks drowsy 
after the Thanksgiving 
meal. 

President Lincoln issued 
a Thanksgiving Procla- 
mation on Oct. 3, 1863 
and officially set aside the 
last Thursday of Novem- 
ber as the national day 
for Thanksgiving. In the 
1940s, Congress passed 

a law setting the fourth 
Thursday of the month as 
the official Thanksgiving 
date. 


¢ Since 1947, the National 
Turkey Federation has 
presented a live turkey 
and two dressed turkeys 
to the President. The 
President “pardons” the 
live turkey. 
¢ Turkey has more protein 
than chicken or beef. The 
most popular ways to 
serve leftover turkey is in 
a sandwich, in stew, chili 
or soup, in a casserole or 
as a burger. Each year, 
the average American 
eats somewhere between 
16-18 pounds of turkey. 
A 16-week old turkey is 
called a fryer. A five-to- 
seven month old turkey is 
called a young roaster. 
The Macy’s Thanksgiv- 
ing Day Parade began in 
1924 with 400 employees 
marching from Convent 
Avenue to 145th Street in 
New York City. No large 
balloons were at this 
parade, as it featured only 
live animals from Central 
Park Zoo. 
A spooked turkey can run 
at speeds up to 20 miles 
per hour. They can also 
burst into flight approach- 
ing speeds between 
50-55 mph in a matter of 
seconds. 
¢ Wild turkeys, while tech- 
nically the same species 
as domesticated turkeys, 
have a very different taste 
from farm-raised turkeys. 
Almost all of the meat is 
“dark” (even the breasts) 
with a more intense tur- 
key flavor.

“Will That Spike 
always be a Spike?” 


The debate over antler restrictions

The conversation may 
go something like this: 

“We have to shoot all the 
spikes... they don’t produce 
good antler growth”. “Yeah, 
they probably produce poor 
offspring too... more spikes 
and fork-horns”. “Yup, we 
need to improve the heard 
by culling the inferior deer 
with bad genetic traits”. 

Sound familiar? You 
may have heard similar 
conversations or maybe 
you’ve participated in one 
yourself. But what this 
represents in a misconcep- 
tion concerning observable 
characteristics in animals. 
Biologists who study 
genetic traits call it “pheno- 
type”. That is, how a gene 
(or genes) are “expressed”, 
or what we can observe 
or “see” in an organism. 
Examples would include 
behavior; skin, hair or eye 
color; disease, or in the case 
of white tail deer: antlers 
(shape, size, color) and 
behavior. Environmental 
conditions and diet, hor- 
mones, etc. influence how 
genes may be expressed 
as well. Biologists under- 
stand that it is a complex 
interaction of these factors 
(and others) that result in 
what an organism may look 
like and/or produce in their 
offspring. Things include 
recessive and dominate 
genes, co-dominance, 
incomplete dominance, and 
so on. 

So, what does this have 
to do with the debate over 
shooting spikes or setting 
antler restrictions? Well, 
it may have quite a bit to 
do with it... and it’s quite 
simple. So simple, it seems 
to be overlooked by many 
people. There is one central 
problem with relying on 
physical appearance to 
make decisions on what an 
organism may look like in 
the future, or what type of 
offspring they may produce. 
That problem is: recessive 
genes. Recessive genes can 
be “carried” by an individu- 
al without “expression”. In 
other words, an individual 
can have a trait that is not 
observable. The gene is still 
found in the organism and 
can be passed on to future 
generations. This gene may 
not be expressed for many 
generations until it becomes 
“paired” with another reces- 
sive gene. This will allow 
the phenotype for that char- 
acteristic to be expressed. 

In other words, physical 
appearance alone is not 
enough to determine what 
“potential” an organism 
may have. If so, Hitler 
would have had a good plan 
when he decided to develop 
the “perfect race” by mat- 


ing tall, blue-eyed blond 
male and female Germans 
to produce like offspring. It 
didn’t work. Why: recessive 
traits. Hitler’s scientists 
tried and failed because 
they didn’t have genetic 
testing techniques used 
today. They relied mainly 
on physically observable 
traits (phenotype) of the 
individual and there- 
fore could not detect the 
“un-observable” recessive 
traits. Some of the offspring 
from these pairings didn’t 
turn out quite like what the 
experimenters had in mind. 
This relates to deer hunters 
in the following way. A 1 
'4 year-old deer with a set 
of spike antlers is observed 
by a hunter. The hunter is 
of the mind that this is an 
“inferior” deer and shoots 
it. Has the hunter elim- 
inated an inferior set of 
genes from the gene pool? 
Perhaps. But does the spike 
horn really mean the deer 
will have inferior potential 
to produce bigger antlers 
or offspring that have great 
antler growth potential? 
How would a hunter know? 
Simple visual observation 
would not be enough. This 
deer could produce ex- 
cellent antlers in his next 
year... or two. His offspring 
could be B&amp;C record 
book bucks. The reverse is 
also true. A young deer with 
6 or 8 points in its first year 
may or may not go on to 
produce a large rack of his 
own (or in his offspring). 
The concept of recessive 
traits is not the only answer 
to questions concerning 
antler restrictions or to what 
potential antler growth 
an individual deer may 
possess. However, the idea 
that anyone can look at a 
young buck and predict its 
potential (either in off- 
spring or antler growth) by 
observation alone may be 
misleading. We have not 
even discussed the fact that 
the buck only produces half 
the genes... the doe has her 
own set of chromosomes 
that contain her genes. Both 
set contribute to the off- 
spring. So, what do we do? 
For one, we stop thinking 
we have all the answers. We 
might want to listen to the 
wildlife biologists and other 
scientists and not quite so 
much to some of the other 
“know-it-alls”. There is one 
thing that remains constant 
in science, and that is to 
question. In others words, 
we don’t automatically 
accept everything we hear 
and/or read in the literature. 
We take it in and continue 
to question and look for 
answers. The person that 
accepts everything without 
question is looking to be 
disappointed.
